Burden of Allies’ Food Supply 
Falls on Us, He Says. 


Conditions in Europe Relieved 
by Womert in Fields. 


Sugar and Beef Most Needed 
Supplies Right Now. 


(BY A. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.-—The 
United States will share with the Al- 
lies their sacrifice of food as well as 
bleod in the cause of world democ- 
racy, declared Herbert C. Hoover, 
Federal Food Administrator, his 
arrival here today en route to Wash- 
ington, after à brief visit to England 
and France. 

Asserting that “we have to make 
good“ a pledge to this effect which 
he had given to the Allied food ad- 
ministrators while sitting “at a com- 
mon table in a common cause,” Mr. 
Hoover said that, to do so, America 
Will next year have to supply the Al- 
Hes 4,000,000,000 pounds of fats. 
900,000,000 pounds of beef products, 
500,000,000 bushels of cereals, and 
1,500,000 tons of sugar. However, 
Mr. Hoover added, beginning Sep- 
tember 1 there will be no need for 
drastic food rationing in the Allied 
countries, except in the case of sugar 
and beef. 8 

“The harvests of France, England | 
and Italy are better than any one 
could expect in the tremendous drain 
of man power to the front,” Mr. 
Hoover said in a statement tonight. 
Thie is due to the women. There 
is no sight in the world that wbuld 
appeal to tne American heart as 
that of the literally millions of wom- 
en doing all the work of getting In 
the harvests while their men are at 
work in the shops and driving back 
the Germans.” 


FOOD BURDEN OURS. 
Of the foodstuffs which America 
must export, Mr. Hoover said: 
“After shipping is set aside for the 


transport of the American ermy and 
for military purposes of the Allies, 
a definite amount of tonnage is made 
available for the transport of the 
programme of food for civilian con- 
sumption. The purpose of our Eu- 
ropean food conference has been to 
determine the amount of food upon 
which health and morale can be 
maintained and to determine the 
nearest possible sources of supply of 
this food, to the Allies. 

Upon North America falls the 
burden of food supply. While Can- 
ada can export 100,000,000 bushels 
of grain this year, the major part of 
the Allied programme for next year 
falls upon us. 

“We have also to feed our own 
enormous army. We can do it if we 
simply have the will to live with ev- 
ery economy and to waste nothing. 

“By the great effort of our farm- 
ers, our United States harvests are 
better this year, but In order that we 
may build up a surplus of wheat this 
year, as against possible crop failures 
such as we had last year, we have 
decided to mix 20 per cent. of other 
grains with wheat flour in all the 
countries fighting Germany, We can- 
not ask for better bread than France. 
and we propose the American people 
should maintain a common standard 
of bread with them. 

WAR COURAGE HIGH. 

“Under these arrangements, how- 
ever, the bread situation in the 
United States will be much easier 
than last year, and in Allied coun- 
tries an enormen improvement. 
Bread to them is of the first im- 
portance as it comprises 60 per cent. 
of their food intake. By supplying 
them with bread and fats in such 


tioning on their side we can rest as- 
4ured that their courage and strength 
in the war will remain high during 
next winter. 

“It will be a bad winter in Europe, 
because coal will be much shorter 
there than even last winter, and 
the health of their populations can- 
not be maintained if they, In add 
tion, are to be also restricted in their 
allowance of bread and fats. Our 
complete fulfillment of our last 
year’s promises in food and our as- 
eurances to furnish even larger sup- 
plies this next year, have removed 
from them the last fear of hunger. 

“The German drive and the appre- 
hension of famine last spring 
brought a great deal of diecourage- 
ment to the civilian populations of 
England, France and Italy. The ar- 
rival, however, of the American 
army, their instant magnificent per- 
formance in actién, the gradual 
overcoming of the submarine with 
the nee of our navy. together 
with our assurances of all necessary 
food, have put a new heart into the 
Allies.

A counter-attack 
was repulsed south of Grand- 
court. ; 

“We have captured Achiet-le- 
Grand and Bihucourt, and the 
ridge overlooking Irles We con- 

-tinved our attacks this after- 
noon. Several thousand prison- 
ers were taken and heavy casu- 
alties inflicted on the enemy.”

SERVICE RATES. 
High Cost of Materials Causes 


Raise in Schedule for 
Installation. 


On account of the increase 
in cost of materials and labor 
and the increase of paved 
“streets, the Board of Public 
Service Commissioners yester- 
day adopted a new schedule of 
charges for water service in- 
stallations.
